be a very good idea. Experience h*i® 
shown that the best results have 
been obtained from early cotton that 
pot on a lot of forms before the 
weevil became thick enough to do 
a lot of damage. To pull these forms 
off looks like risky business, for it 
is doubtful if enough weevils coil’d 
hep oisoned before the next ones 
came on to make a better crop cer­ 
tain. 


Well, winter has hit vs at last 
and has killed the flowers and rome 
of the garden truck. Among other 
things it has put an ^nd to the 
strawberries in W. L. Whitaker’s 
patch and in my own. Think of eat­ 
ing strawberries in December. Cali­ 
fornia can’t beat that. 


Hints for Fall Clean-up 
By Ernest E. Scholl. 
Extension Entomologist, A. and M. 
College. 
If you have ravines, creek or riv­ 
er bottoms, ft nee rows, road sides 
or oth»‘r places where weeds, trash 
or bunch grasses are harboring boil 
weevils, chinch bugs or other pests, 
burn such places, using the neces­ 
sary precautions not to lose control 
of the fire. 
Meet your road commissioners and 
railroad oversee rs so that a co-op­ 
erative burning campaign car ex­ 
tend to roads and railroad r*'ght-of- 
ways. Officials of all Oklahoma rail­ 
roads have offere dtueir eo-opentiou 
In this work. 
Take up the matter with your 
ginners and assist in removing and 
burning all trash that may aeive as 
hibernating places around the gin 
for boll weevils and other destruc­ 
tive insects. 
Old straw stacks not us**d for 
winter protection or roughage for 
cattle, should be scattered over the 
farms and plowed under or burned. 
See that proper ditches and ter­ 
races protect your farm, at the same 
time offering necessary drainage. 
Arrange to plant a standard, quick 
maturing variety of cotton that has 
shown its* lf as being adapted to 
your locality. 
Plan your crop rotation, if possi­ 
ble, so that cotton fields will not 
be near timber or other places whens 
weevils hibernate successfully 
Pla nto put in only as much cot­ 
ton as car be properly cult'rated 
under weevil conditions. 
.Soils that can stand fall or win­ 
ter plowing should be turned deep­ 
ly now that the trash can decay by 
spring and so 
that 
weevils 
and 
chinch bugs will be killed by being 
covered up. Grasshopper eggs, cut­ 
worms and other pests in the ground 
Will also be destroyed.

It is estimated that the drive 
against the weevil last

Sixty Canadians 
Start Communism 
Life in Boundary 


FOR WILLIAN, Ont., Dec. 12.-— 
A group of si$ty Canadian families 
will give “ideal communism*’ a trial 
in a newly ppened township named 
Devon, 53 miles south 
of 
here, 
where the Arrow irver valley skirts 
the international bounadry. 
Dominion and 
provincial 
laws 
will be obeserved, and the equal 
privileges plan is laid down to con­ 
form to the laws. 
The families will take land in 
the one township, and will live in 
a settlement established in the cen­ 
ter of the township. Here Will be a 
school and a church and commun­ 
ity-owned 
business Establishments. 
The crops will be pooled ard dis­ 
posed of in bulk, and the proceeds 
will be divided en the basis of the 
size of each family. Tha township 
comprise 173 plots of 
160 
acres 
each, with only one plot unsuitable 
for farming. 
The first’ step will be the erec­ 
tion of a saw mill, probably this 
winter, and the seleotoin of a num­ 
ber of members of the community to 
clear a certain amount of land, 
equal acreage to each quarter sec­ 
tion. 
Spring plowing and sowing will 
be carried on in the same way, 
and other buildings erected. Full 
settlement may (be accomplished in 
the spring, 
according 
to 
persons 
prominent in the community plan. 
Clothing and 
household 
goods 
will be treated as private property, 
but 
everything 
else— farm 
imple­ 
ments, fencing, 
cultivation, 
yond 
making, all land, etc., wilt be treat­ 
ed as common property of the com­ 
munity. 
There will be no Sunday work 
and the eight-hour day 
will 
be 
among the rules of the community. 
Radio will keep the settlement, in 
touch with the news of tho out­ 
side world.

America’s agricultural success and 
no national policy for America that 
does not make agriculture its cor­ 
ner stone is sound, declared Frank 
O. Lowden, former governor of IT- 
linois, speaking here today before 
the American Farm Bureau Federa­ 
tion. 
The agricultural problem is not 
one of class for it involves the very 
existence of our institutions and the 
future of America cannot be con­ 
templated »with 
assurance 
unless 
America remains, fundamentally, an 
agricultural nation, he asserted. 
“Until we restore the logi cal re­ 
lationship between the prices, .if farm 
products and those of other com­ 
modities general 
and 
permanent 
prosperity is impossible,** said Gov. 
Lowden. “If that improvement con­ 
tinues until normal is reached we 
can expect business to be generally 
in full swing/* he added. 
The present marketing and dis­ 
tributing systems were blamed for 
mtich of the farmer’s depression by 
Gov. Lowden who said “provision 
must be made for more orderly mar­ 
keting and for warehouse facilities 
so that it should never be neces­ 
sary to sell a commodity below cost 
of production because if stored aud 
held the world some day will be 
glad to pay that cost. 
“Co-operative societies in many 
branches of agriculture are solving 
the farmer’s problems not by price 
fixing but by studying the probable 
demand thereby adjusting produc­ 
tion. The co-operative societ.es be­ 
ing organized by the American Farm 
Bureau Federation are oased upon 
sound economic principles. By ord­ 
erly, intelligent marketing they are 
seeking to correct injustice. 
“From a farmer’s standpoint the 
most disturbing thing is the de-, 
moralized 
condition 
in 
Europe, j 
which furnishes the market for our 
surplus farm products. Other indus­ 
tries may succeed without a sfabil- 
ized Europe, but with tho European 
market destroyed, American agricul­ 
ture will languish for many years.”

ment in time to be cured. 
The Society, which is composed 
of many of the foremost physicians, 
surgeons and scientists of this coun­ 
try, believes th at the only way to 
stop the speedily rising death rate 
from cancel is to tell the public in 
plain language just what symptoms 
to look for, that they may identify 
them and receive prompt aid. It as­ 
serts that in a speedy diagnosis and 
prompt treatm ent lie the patient’s 
only real hope. 
The society is thoroughly organiz­ 
ed in every state in the union and 
in Canada, and it operates through 
regional and state directors, state 
chairmen and local boards. 
It will spread its propaganda by 
means of millions of circulars in 
many languages, by mass meetings 
to be held in cities throughout the 
country, 
by moving pictures and 
placards, 
and 
by newspaper ana 
magazine publicity. 
Letters 
from 
high medical authorities will be reac 
iii Protestant and Catholic churches 
and in Jewish Synagogues. In New 
York, with the co-operation of the 
Red Cross, fifty-one lectures will 
be delivered, and a large number 
of other meetings will be held. 
The public will be told that 1,- 


2 0 0 , 0 0 0 residents of 
the 
United 
States died of cancer from 1900 to 
1920; that during this period the 
death rate increased 32.4 per cent, 
and that last year’s record showed! 
that 90,000 persons came to their 
end through this disease. 
They will be 
further 
informed 
that had these sufferers recognized 
the symptoms when they first ap­ 
peared, the great 
majority 
could 
have been saved. These symptoms 
are in the main easily detected, and 
they will be pointed out so clearly 
that anyone of ordinary in tellig en t 
may readily recognize them.

So encouraging was the re­ 
sult that the Society, which was 
formed in 1913, recently incorporat­ 
ed that it might broaden its scope.
